IN AUTO ON LONELY ROAD 
NEAR MT. CLEMENS. 


MOTIVE PUZZLES OFFICIALS 


Cash and Valuables Are Untouched 
ig Third Member of Family to 
Die Violent Death. ‘ 


Mt. Clemens, Mich.—The body of 
J. Stanley Brown, weal‘hy Mt. Clem- 
ens young man, was found December 
24 in bis automubile in a secluded 


{@pot on the Romeo piank road, pear 


Dead Man's curve, about four miles 
from Mt. Clemens, with four bullet 
holes in his neck and a battered skull. 

Brown, who was found by a farmer, 
had his hands on the steering wheel 
and his foot on the emergency brake, 
evidently having brought the machine 
1o an abrupt stop before being shot. 
The bullets severed the spinal column 
at one point, two entering hig brain. 

Brown wag the son of the late John 
H. Brown, millionaire cigar manu. 
facturer, who died about six years ago 
in Detroit, leaving about $100,000 to 
J, Stanley. This was put in trust, set-

Washngton.—Formal announcement 
that the Big Five packers have decid- 
ed to dissolve their control of indus- 
tries unrelated to the meat business 
has been made. by the Department of 
Justice. 

This is regarded by many officials 
ag a victory for the Government in its 
attack on.the high cost of Hving. Some 
believe, however, that if the packers 
have entered into an agreement 
with Palmer to discontinue their side 
lines in return for the anti-trust suits 
against them being called off, such 
action will constitute a dangerous 
compromise betwen the Government 
and the alleged trust. 

Senators in charge of the princk 
pal packers regulation bills declared 
they would go shead with them, re 
gardless of the reports, 

The Kenyon and Kendrick bills both 
aim at separation of the packers from 
stock yards, control of refrigerator 
carg and many other devices by which 
it is alleged they have obtained ad- 
vantages over smaller independent 
packers. 

A dozen or more important side line 
industries of the packers, involving 
investment of many millions of dol- 
lars, will be disposed of under the 
stiplated decree. 

The packers in the future will be 
required to confine their business 
activities to the production of meat, 
poultry, butter, eggs and cheese, un- 
der the agreement. 

Among the lines of business from 
which it is said the packers will be 
ordered to withdraw are the follow- 
ing: Leather, canned fruits and 
vegetables, soap, cleansing powders, 
groceries, fertilizers, cold storage, fish, 
refrigerator car lines, cereal.

Supreme Court Says War Will 
When Peace is Declared. 


End 


Washington.—War-Time Prohibition 
is constitutional, the Supreme Court 
has decided. Enforcement of the act 
must continue until peace is proclaim. 
ed, the court decreed. 

The decision was a sweeping vic- 
tory for the contentions of the pro 
hibitionists and the Government. It 
means that the millions of gailons of 
intoxicating liquors how stored 
throughout the country and valued at 
about $1,000,000,000 will be a near 
total loss unless peace is proclaimed 
before constitutional prohibition be- 
comes effective. 

The court held that the provision of 
the War-Time Act stating that pro. 
hibition shall end at the conclusion 
of the war, can have no other legal 
meaning than the proclamation of 
peace.

Washington—The American won- 
an’s long fight for equal suffrage en- 
ters upon its final stage thig week, 
when the annual sessions of state leg- 
islatures convene. Suffrage leaders 
have every hope of ratification by a 
sufficient number of states to insure 
{ull participation by 28,000,000 women 
voters in the presidential and congres- 
sionzal elections next November. 

To achieve thelr goal of full voting 
rights in the selection of the next pres- 
ident of the United States, the suffrage 
leaders admittedly have a difficult tagk 
ahead of them, but with the pledges of 
both national political parties fer sin- 
cere co-operation to complete ratifica- 
tion by 36 states, the women feel that 
only unexpected obstacles can defeat 
them, 

Twenty-two states have ratified the 
nineteenth amendment. In the order 
oY their ratification they are. Wiscon- 
én, Michigan, Kansas, Ohio, New 
York, Ilingis, Pennsylvania, Massa- 
chusetts, Texas, lowa, Missouri, Ar- 
kansas, Montana, Nebraska, Minne- 
sota, North Dakota, South Dakota and 
Colorada. 

The legislatures of four states, 
where the suffrage leaders are hope- 
ful of ratification, meet in regular ses- 
sien this week. Kentucky, New Jersey, 
fchode Island and Maryland. Governer 
Olcott, of Oregon, has called the legis- 
luture of that state to meet in special 
session January 12 for ratification of 
the suffrage amendment, and there is 
no doubt as to the outcome there 

Nine states with Republican gov- 
ernors have legislatures pledged to 
ratify ihe vamendinent if called in spe- 
clal session and the Republican na- 
tional committee is on record with a 
yiomise tu urge such acton. These 
states are Arizona, Connecticut, Dela- 
ware, Idaho, Indiana, New Mexico, 
Vermont, Washington and Wyoming. 
Cf these states, Arizona, Idaho, In- 
ciana, Washington and Wyoming al- 
ready have granted full or presidential 
suffrage to women hy state action. 
Three states with Domocratic gov- 
ermors have legislatures pledged to 
ratify if called. They are Nevada, 
Oklahoina and West Virginia. 

To minimize what appear to be the 
odds against them, the women point 
to the fact that seven states having 
full suffrage have not ratified. These 
states are Arizona, Idaho, Nevada, 
Oklahoma, Oregon, Washington and 
Wyoming. Suffrage sentiment in those 
states Is so stroug, it is stated, that 
special sessions in all of them are 
probable.

Stones From Their Mines. 

The Queretaro district is the chief 
source of supply of Mextean opals, All 
the mines are awned by Mexicans. No 
foreign eapital ts Invested. Old-fash- 
ioned methods of mining are employed 
and xetivity is desultory. If prices 
are goud, work becomes feverish. If 

prices drop off, few opals ate mined. 

Most of the best quality stones go to 
Mexico City. Dealers there market 
them {mn other countries, The poorer 
yrades are suld in little shops through- 
out Mexlea or are peddled to tourists 
at railway stations, Thousunds of 
these cheap opats are sold in towas 
along the border in the United States. 
They cun be bought for frum 30 cents 
ap. 

It i8 thix cheap grade of stones that 
fas given Mexican opals a poor repue 
tation among jewelry buyers, The 
fact is, a fine Mexjean opal is a beau- 
tiful gem. It differs from Australian 
anus in that the latter are-usually 
upeayte to transmit tight. whereas Mex- 
lean opats are usually clear, To bring 
out the soft play of colors in a Mexi- 
can stone, artificial bueks are often 
uned In setting the gems. Many are 
oacked wjih their own genulne matrix, 
The better class of Mexicun opals is 
not sa expensive as the Australian or 
those Iniperted from ue famous mines 
vf Australia, but they are far from 
cheap.
